CHOLERA FIGHTERS. 


Tbe> 'Fenders of Our Country from 


the Plague 


MEET FOR CEJERiL COKSlDEBiTIOI 


Of the Threatened Invasion ol Cholera 


and th* Measnr.s to be Adopted 


to Keep It Out or Rsndir 


It Harmless. 


Niw YORK, April 8.—Representative* 


of the various state boards of health 
held a meeting at the Fifth-avenue 
hotel yesterday and" considered many 
Ideas that may be of consequence re- 
garding thii approach of cholera this 
summer. 


The maeting was presided over by 


Dr J N McCormick, president of the 
national conference of state boards of 
health 
A mong the boards represented 


were those of Mobile, Ala.; Michigan, 
Illinois. Kentucky, Ohio, Wisconsin, 
New Hampshire, Tennessee, Charles- 
ton, S C., Indiana, Minnesota, New 
York. West Virginia and Mr. Walter 
Lyman, representing the government 
quarantine station. 


The meeting was called to consider 


the equipment and efficiency of the va- 
rious seaboard quarantine stations and 
their ability to cope with the cholera 
in case of an epidemic this summer. 


Other matters, such as the necessity 


and practicability of disinfecting the 
baggage of immigrant* and tbe possi- 
bility of adopting a uniform system ot 
inspection certificates, are also to be 
considered, but did not come up before 
the morning session 


A general report of a somewhat In- 


formal character was received from the 
representatives present in regard to tbe 
extending of quarantine stations along 
the eastern and southern seaboard*. 
New Orleans, Mobile, Charleston and 
similar large ports, It appeared from 
the statements of their representatives, 
were fairly well prepared, and were 
provided with tho common apparatus in 
use for disinfecting and fumigating 
baggage, clothing, etc. New Orleans 
headed the list in efficiency, while Sa- 
vannah brought up tbe rear, and could 
only report that preparations were be- 
ing made that would probably be com- 
pleted by July 1. 


Dr Walter \Vy~man, who spoke for 


the government stations at various 
points along the seaboard, reported a, 
much better condition of affairs. AU 
the government stations were m excel- 
lent shape, and were being improved 
in view of the possible demands upon 
them this season 
On the whole, the 


reports before the conference seemed 
to indicate that the chief danger from 
infection was from tbe minor points. 
New York was not heard from at the 
morning session, owing to tbe absence 
of Bupt. Jenkins, who, it was reported, 
bad been called to Albany.

Ores1 Britain's imports ot wheat in- 
oreaeed irorn 103,000^)00 boahelain 1880 
to 121,1*1,000 boahele in 1892. 


America's imports at wheat decreased 


from about 1,000,000 bushels in 1880 to 
729,000 bushels in 1893. 
Great Britain's exporta ot wheat de- 


creased from 3,062,000 bushels in 1880 to 
1,217,000 bushels ie 1892. 


Our exports of wheat increased from 


95,000,000 bnsiwb in 1880 to 135,600,000 
bushels in 1892.
